A casual observer can gauge 


the lucratlveness of the latent 
racket by the earnestness with 
which the machine owners are 
scrambling for territory. The 
machines are expensive to make 
and several of the local distribu- 
tors reportedly are just go-be- 
tweens for the syndicates that 
can back the venture. 
There is a report this week that 


Bales has been given assurances 
that the machines will be removed 
from the county. Some of the pin- 
balls were seen being hauled out 
of taverns. 


That's the tip-off that when the 


machines are played solely for 
entertainment, they are no long- 
er attractive to the player or to 
the owner.

Angrily rejecting the decision by 


the United States and Britain to 
withdraw their troops and turn 
Zone A over to the Italians, Tito 
offered a counter • proposal which 
he said would be his last.

Tito's new "solution" to the

Prime Minister Churchill said 
today "he had a "sure hope" 
that an American-b a c k e d 
East-West non-aggression 
pact would prevent a third 
world war. 


The ?8-year-«ld • statesman, ad- 


dressing the Conservative party 
conference, renewed his 'call lor, a 
secret, 'informal meeting of the 
Big Four heads of state. ' 


• Renews. Proposal 


Reviving his proposal for'a non- 


aggression pact patterned after th« 
1925 treaty of-Locarno, Churchill 
declared: 
• 


"When I spoke about the master 


thought of Locarno in a speech on 
May 11 I meant.of course the plan 
of everybody going against the af- 
gressor whoever he may be and 
helping the victim large or small. 


"That Is no more than the'Uni- 


ted Nations was set up to do. 


"We are told that the Locarno 


treaty failed and did not prevent 
the war. There was a very good 
reason for that. The United States • 
was not,in it. ' . I 


. .'U. S. Is Key 


"Had the United States taken 


before the First World War or be- 
tween the war* the,same interest; 
and made the same exertions to- 
preserve peace and uphold free- 
dom which — I thank God — she 
Is doing.now, there might never 
have been a first war and th«r« 
would certainly never have been 
a second. 


"With their mighty aid. I hav« 


sure hope there will not be a 
third." 


Churchill became 111 shortly aft- 


er this May 11 proposal and ha§ 
been out of action Mnce. 


The prime minister said: "Her 


majesty's government still believe* 
we should perservere in seeking 
such a meeting between the heads 
of governments." 


No Great Hopes 


Declaring he had no glittering 


or exciting hopes about Russia, 
Churchill said: 


"I thought that friendly, inform- 


al, personal talks between 
th« 


leading figures In the countries in- 
volved might do good. and could 
not easily do much harm, and that 
one good thing might lead to an- 
other." 


Churchill said his government 


had made a good record in im- 
proving Britain's finances. Then, 
In a reference to British-American 
solidarity, he said: 


"I care .above all for the broth- 


erhood of the English speaking 
world. There can be no true broth- 
erhood without independence found- 
ed on solvency. 
. 
• 


"We do not want to live and be 


kept by them, but faithfully and 
resolutely to earn our own living 
without fear or favor." 


Hits Left-Win* 


Churchill criticized the attitude 


of the opposition Labour party's 
left wing toward the United States: 


'There are no doubt some so- 


cialist politicians who hope to xvin 
popularity by both carping and 
sneering at the United States," he 
said. 


"Of course, it is vital to main- 


tain ever strengthening ties of 
friendship with the United States." 


Churchill promised that Britain 


would do her "utmost to promote 
the formation of the European 
Army with a strong contingent of 
Germans in it." 


Churchill reported . that Britain 


has landed "sufficient forces, to 
>reserve peace and order" in Brit- 
sh Guiana.

With so many new fabrics and 


finishes in the stores, many new 
terms have come into use, each 
signifying an important character- 
istic in the beauty or service- 
ability of the material. 
So for 


wise buying, better brush up on 
the terms and read the labels 
carefully when you make your 
selection, suggest J. H. Thorp fab- 
ric authorities. 


Described here are some of the 


more widely used decorative fab- 
rics, which you will be'buying*for 
draperies, .slipcovers and 
bed- 


spreads for the new season:— 


Antique satin; satin: Antique 


satin is woven with stubbed yam, 
that is yarn with soft, uneven 
places put there intentionally. This 
gives an interesting textured sur- 
face, resistant to soil and wear. 
Satin is a basic weave which has 
a smooth surface, a lustrous face 
and a dull back. 


Chromspun taffeta: Taffeta from 


acetate yarns, in many beautiful 
colors; an unusually lustrous and 
beautiful fabric that is fast to 
laundering, dry cleaning, sunlight 
and atmospheric fumes. 


Clipper sailcloth: A very strong, 


beautifully woven canvas type of 
weave, in a wide color range. 
Excellent decorative fabric for hard 
use as well as colorful beauty. 


Documentary print: A print de- 


sign that is an exact replica of a 
pattern of early days. Usually the 
more classical patterns of the early 
18th Century are reproduced. 
Glazed chintz: A good quality 
chintz which has been treated with 
a patented resin that produces a 
finish and a glaze durable to re- 
peated laundering and dry clean- 
ing. 
This finishing process re- 


duces shrinkage to less than 2%; 
and increases soil-resistance and 
durability. * 


Mercerized: A treatment with 


caustic soda, which makes cottons 
very lustrous, stronger, and more 
absorbent. Much used today. 


Pliftse: A thin cotton fabric, 


chemically treated to shrink part 
of the material to give it a crinkled 
effect. 
This crinkling is not re- 


moved by repeated laundermgs. 
Plisse only needs pressing after 
it is dry to help shape it and 
straighten out double thicknesses 
such as at hems. 


Provincial design: A neat, well- 


spaced design consisting of simple 
but usually conventionalized mo- 
tifs, such as stylized flowers. This 
type of design rises from folk ar*> 
and has the characteristic flavor 
of the region from which it spirngs, 
such as New England, Pennsylva- 
nia, the Southern Highlands, France 
or England.

first and then styling the rest of 
the exterior around it.

"Good color-styling begins from 


the roof down," the color consult- 
ant explains. "I always recom- 
mend asphalt shingles because of 
the wide variety of blended colors 
in which they are made. If the 
asphalt roof is a pastel green and 
the sidewalls are light green, a 
light yellow door may give enough 
contrast. 


"On the other hand, if the roof

are good spots for accent colors, 
Miss West adds.

Clogged U. S. Courtrooms Cause 


Justice to Mark Time 


Not all the issues that affect the average citizen closely 


are headline catchers. For instance, there's the chronic mat- 
ter of congestion in American courts. 
. 
Just look at the federal courts alone, which are of course 


only part of the story. The way to measure congestion is 
to plot the time it takes from the fUing of a case in court 
until its final disposition. 


This period, for civil cases, has lengthened to 12.4 


months in 1953, from 12.1 months in 1952. But this is an 
average for the whole country, rural and urban. In the 
crowded cities the performance often is much worse. 
In the districts covering Manhattan and Brooklyn In 


New York City, for example, the time involved in disposing 
of civil cases has this year reached an average of 47.d 
months and 32.6 months, respectively.

If these statistics fail to stir you, imagine how you would 


feel waiting three or four years for the repair of wrongs 
done you, or how you would like accepting an unfair settle- 
ment simply because you could not afford the time and money 
involved in pressing a case to its long-delayed conclusion. 


In 1952, every federal judge completed 213 civil cases, 


while 236 cases per judge were actually filed. By this year, 
each judge was finishing an average of 233 cases, but the 
filings had jumped to an average of 261. That is the sta- 
tistical proof that the courts cannot keep up. 


The Judicial Conference of the U. S. says 31 new federal 


judges are needed without delay. Henry Chandler, director 
of administration of United States courts, is calling on con- 
gress to act soon to relieve the jam-up. 


Congress already has considered legislation to remedy 


the situation at least partially, but the fruits of its 1953 
labors were lost in the haste to adjourn last August.

Both houses passed bills to create new judgeships, but 


the two measures differed somewhat and there was not time 
to cdmpromise this disparity. 


Certainly this legislation deserves a place on the "must" 


calendar when congress reconvenes in January. 


Justice must be more than simply having a theoretical 


access to the courts of law to right wrongs and remedy griev- 
ances. That access must be real, and to be real it must come 
to any citizen of this country within a reasonable length of 
time after he has suffered injustice.

Tax-Cut Fight Looms 


If all the tax reductions scheduled to take effect auto- 


matically in January and April are allowed to occur, the gov- 
ernment may lose an estimated $8 billion in revenues. But 
now the capital hears that the dauntless Rep. Dan Reed, 
trumpeting foe of high taxes, plans further cuts. 


These would be mostly in excise levies and would come 


to perhaps another $2 billion, making a total prospective 
revenue loss of $10 billion by next April. With a budget defi- 
cit of $3 billion to $4 billion presently likely, this would sug- 
gest that, assuming no greater spending, we would have a 
1954-55 deficit close to $14 billion. 


To close such a gap by federal economies would be noth- 


ing less than a miracle, and it might also be a disaster in se- 
curity terms. The president surely will have to fight Reed 
again in 1954, as he did this year, to prevent extra cuts and 
find new revenue sources and thus bring the budget toward 
balance.

Whether to take the tonsils out 


or leave them in Is a question 
faced each year by thousands of 
parents nnd physicians. Each time 
the problem is a little different. 


For f.xample, one correspondent 


writes that her five-year-old daugh- 
ter has been advised to have her 
tonsils and' adenoids out because 
she avcingcs nn 
infection 
per 


month. She is reluctant to have 
this done and wonders what might 
happen if she decides against it. 


Another writer says that her 


doctor has advised a tonsillectomy 
on her six-year-old daughter after 
one attack of tonsillitis and wants 
an opinion on tonsillectomies on 
children as young as this girl. 


Obviously, the physician on the 


spot is in a better position to de- 
cide, but it can be stated that the 
age of these two girls is no reason 
against removing the tonsils and 
adenoids. In fact, it is often easier 
on the very young than later, as 
they forget about it more rapidly. 


As to the question of a parent's 


deciding against tonsillectomy, this 
seems a little unwise since the 
physician probably knows more 
about the need for removing the 
tonsils than she does. If it is not 
done she runs the risk of having 
the girl get more infections of the 
tonsils with nn increased likeli- 
hood of developing complications 
which may be more difficult to 
treat later on.

"The 1953 Giacobmian return

25 meteorites per hour. The slow 
buildup in late suggested the max- 
imum would come after midnight 
or perhaps after dawn.

See Trouble for '54 Crops 
But '53 Is Third Best Year 


WASHINGTON — W) — The Ag- 


riculture Department says farm- 
ers are harvesting the third larg- 
est volume of crops in history, but 
are running into trouble on crops 
gown this fall for harvest next 
year. 


In an October crop report Fri- 


day, the agency said favorable 
weather in September helped de- 
velop crops and bear out its earl- 
Jer forecast that the crop volume 
would be topped only by harvests 
in 1948 and 1952. 


A 15,596,000-bale cotton crop es- 


timate led Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Benson to order a cotton 
growers' vote Dec. 15 on rigid 
marketing quotas. At least two- 
thirds of those voting must ap- 
prove. 


One-Third Cut 


To carry out the quotas, which 


would require cotton farmers to 
cut next year's crop more* than a 
third below this year's. Benson an- 
nounced a 1954 planting allotment 
of 17,910.448 acres. This year farm- 
ers planted 24& million acres to 
cotton. 


Wheat growers already have ap- 


proved quotas on their 1954 crop. 


But dry weather was said to be 


retarding preparation of fields and 
seeding of winter wheat, rye and 
oats for harvest next year. The 
department said that throughout 
the country much grain has been 
sown in the dust. 


Far Above Average 


The new report cut 20 million 


bushels off the corn forecast, but 
left it at a far-above average size 
of 3,196,000,000 bushels. This re- 
duction did not alter prospects 
that acreage planting allotments 
will be used on corn next year to 
prevent overproduction 


The department said this year's 


corn crop is mostly of good quality 
and ready for cribbing because of 
low moisture content. 


Besides corn, larger than aver 


•g« crops were reported for win- 
ler wheat, cotton, hay, flaxseed, 
tobacco, sugarcane, sugar beets, 
»nd cherries. Near average yields 
were indicated for spring wheat, 
dry beans, barley, grapes and 
»pricots, 
while 
below 
average 


crops were estimated for oats, 
barley, rye, sorghum grain, pea- 
nuts, potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
hops, apples, peaches and pears. 


Employment lav 


In another report, the depart 


went estimated that 11,299,000 per- 
sons were employed in farming 
during th» last week of Septem- 
ber. That is nearly 450,000 fewer 
than a year earlier, it is said, and 
the lowest number for this time of 
year in nearly 30 years of record 


Farm wage rates- were reported 


to be three per cent higher than 
In midsummer and about one per 
ctnt higher than a year ago.
